Despite a purported showing that 
the city is losing thousands of dol- 


lars annually in its paving proj- 


ects, because 
competition in bidding, the Boarl 
of Public Service will proceed Feb- 
ruary 10 to let 11 asphalt paving 
jobs, two of them of more @x- 


pensive, patented type. 

This is charged in the current 
“Mind Your Business,’ weekly bul- 
letin of the Bureau cof Municipal 
Research, distributed today, which 
recalls that the city’s paving pro- 
gram for 1925 will amount to about 
$4,500,000. Only by obtaining com- 
petitive bids for nonpatented pave- 
ments in all lettings, instead of 
specifying the patented types «x- 
clusively, in instances, can the 
Roard of Public Service bring 
about effective competition and 
consequent lower prices, ft is 
contended. 

Findings on the Prices. 


The bulletin, under the caption, 
“Patented Pavements at Higher 
l’rices,’’ follows: 

“Over one-half the total cm@unt 
of all street paving contracts 
awarded in 1924 were for Willite 
and Bitulithic patented paving. 

“The average price for Willits 
paving exceeded the price of non- 
patented sheet asphalt paving by 
62 cents per square yard. The 
average price for Bitulithic paving 
two inches thick exceeded th> price 
of nonpatented sheet asphalt two 
and three-fourths inches thick by 
26 cents per square yard. 

“In addition to hizner prices for 
the paving itself, the prices paid 
for granite curbing and grading on 
Willitte and Bfktulithic contracts 
were higher than the average 
prices paid for granite curbing and 
grading on all other types of pav- 


ing.

Cost of Granite Curbing. 

| “The price for granite curbing 
under Willite contracts during 1924 
was $2.01 per lineal foot. The price 
for granite curbing on Bitulithtc 
contracts was $1.91 per lineal foot. 
The average price for curbing on 
all sheet asphalt contracts was 
$1.84 per lineal foot, and the price 
for curbing on all other types of 
paving ranged from $1.35 to $1.70 
per lineal foot. 

“A direct comparison of prices 
for grading cannot be made be- 
cause of the differences in tne 
character that sometimes exist in 
the grading work, but under Wil- 
ite contracts the prices for ail 
character of grading ranged from 
$3 to $3.55 per cubic yard. Under 
Bitulithic contracts the prices aver- 
aged approximately $2.20 per cubre 
yard. For all other types of pay- 
ing the prices of grading averaged 
| less than $2 per cubic yard. . 

“On Jan. 10, 1924, we submitted 
f. the Board of Public Service a 
letter with statements showing tne 
number of contracts, the square 
ly ards of paving, the amounts ef 
contracts for all types of paving 
and the average prices paid fer 
the principal types of asphalt pay- 
ing awarded during 1923 and 1924, 

Recent Suggestion to Board, 

“We suggested that the Board 
receive bids on nonpatented pavé- 
ments In all lettings to eliminate 
the awarding of contracts for pat- 
ented pavements at prices higher 
than the mnonpatented types we 
‘equal quality. 
“On Feb. 10 the Board will te- 
‘ceive bids on eleven asphalt pavy- 
ing jobs. Two of the larger of 
these jobs are advertised for Will- 
ite. 
| (On Feb. 17 the Board will re- 
‘ceive bids for paving the Four- 
teenth street viaduct with Willite. 

“The character and number of 
bids received during the past two 
‘years have shown that there is no 
real competition on the lettings 
for patented pavements, 

No Real Competition. 

“After public hearings on street 
improvements are held, the type 
of pavermnent to be lald is decided 
by the Board of Public Service. 

“The Board is therefore respon- 
‘gible for specifying the pavement 
best sulted for each project, but 
so long as the board continues te 
specify patented pavements, |
